A  large  number  of:  girls  were  present 
at  tli o  Y.  W.  C.  A.  meeting  last  week 
-when  Miss  Hope  told  of  her  experien¬ 
ces  in  the  slums  of  Chicago. 

Miss  Hope  said,  “I  have  always  felt 
a  great  interest  in  set¬ 
tlement  work  and  was 
very  eager  when  in  Chi¬ 
cago  this  summer  to 
visit  the  slum  districts. 

One  Sunday  morning  I 
consented  to  take  a  class 
for  a  superintendent  of 
a  Sunday  School  in  the 
slum  district.  As  we  had 
to  travel  quite  a  disj- 
tance  we  started  early. 

After  riding  for  some 
time  we  could  tell  we 
were  nearing  the  slum 
district  by  foul  odors 
that  arose  from  the 
streets,  a  n  d  by  the 
groups  of  poorly  clad, 
pinched -faced  children. 

“The  Sunday  School 
was  held  in  an  old  store- 
b  u  i  1  d  i  n  g.  Sometimes 
during  the  session  there 
would  be  three  or  four 
persons  standing  in  the 
doorway  eating  water¬ 
melon.  The.  people  were 
very  curious  about  my 
dress;  they  had  to  look 
at  it  closely,  then  feel 
of  it. 

“A  very  interesting  visit  was  made 
at  Hull  House.  From  tho  exterior,  Hull 
House  is  very  unpretentious,  while  we 
obtained  an  ontiroly  different  opinion 
from  tho  interior.  Tho  parlor  is  an  an¬ 
tique  room  finished  in  brown  and  tan, 
and  furnished  in  tho  Old  English  stylo. 
There  is  also  a  largo  tlicator  room  with 
ovory  provision  for  plays.  Hull  House 
is  also  provided  with  a  Home  Economy 
dopartmont,  a  gymnasium,  and  work¬ 
rooms.  All  tho  teaching  is  voluntary. 
In  tho  children’s  ward  wo  found  soven- 
ty-fivo  babies  asloop  in  little  white 
bods.  Those  children  aro  brought  here 
by  the  mothers  that  have  to  work  dur¬ 
ing  the  day,  Anothor  very  interesting 
feature  pf  this  settlement  house  is  held 
im  the.out'door  school,  which  is  hold  on 
the  roof  garden,”

Demonstrate  Power  of  Hypnotism. 

H.  P.  Sevcrin,  head  of  the  biology  de¬ 
partment,  gave  a  series  of  lectures  on 
animal  hypnotism  on  Monday,  Nov.  15. 
Mr,  Sevcrin  has  done  considerable  re¬ 
search  work  in  this  line,  and  he  possess¬ 
es  the  latest  scientific  knowledge  on  the 
subject.  The  lectures  brought  out  the 
historical  and  scientific  development  of 
the  subject.  The  part  of  the  lectures 
most  interesting  to  the  average  student, 
however,  was  the  actual  demonstration. 
Two  hens,  an  owl  and  a  white  rabbit 
constituted  the  group  of  subjects. 
Witli  seemingly  little  effort  all  these 
animals  were  placed  in  attitudes  plain¬ 
ly  indicative  of  tho  hypnotic  state. 

Mr.  Sevcrin  explained  in  simple  terms, 
tho  physioligical  basis  of  hypnotism.  He 
demonstrated  tho  fact  that  there  is 
nothing  magical  about  it,  by  helping 
students  to  perform  the  “stunt”  with 
a  fow  simplo  instructions.
